AND SAID FLATLY HE DID NOT BELIEVE IT. (CONFIDENTIAL -

POSSIBLE MOVE TO SUSPEND OR EXPEL ISRAEL AT 30TH GA - 

AMB SCALI WARNED YUGOSLAV AMB PETRIC THAT ANY RES AT LIMA NAC 
MEETING TO EXPEL OR SUSPEND ISRAEL FROM UN WOULD BE EXTREMELY 
UNWISE, BECAUSE IF IT LED TO SUCH GA ACTION, EFFECT IN US 
WOULD BE EXPLOSIVE. PETRIC SAID YUGOSLAVIA DID NOT FAVOR 
SUCH EXTREME ACTION, BUT HE INSISTED ISRAEL MUST TAKE SOME 
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SC MAY 28 DECIDED, 13-0-0 WITH CHINA AND IRAQ NOT PARTICIPATING, 

TO RENEW UNDOF'S MANDATE FOR ANOTHER SIX MONTHS. RES 
(S/1 1700) ALSO EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER "PREVAILING STATE OF 
TENSION IN AREA" AND CALLED ON PARTIES CONCERNED TO "IMPLEMENT 
IMMEDIATELY" SC RES 338(1973) AND ON SYG TO SUBMIT REPORT 
AT END OF SIX-MONTH PERIOD ON DEVELOPMENTS AND MEASURES 
TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT RES 338. FOLLOWING VOTE, ALL MEMBERS 
MADE BRIEF STATEMENTS. NEITHER SYRIAN NOR ISRAEL SPOKE. 

CHUANG YEN (CHINA) REFERRED TO CHINA'S POSITION OF PRINCIPLE ON 
DISPATCHING UN FORCES, AND STATED THAT IN CONFORMITY WITH THAT 
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POSITION HIS DEL HAD NOT PARTICIPATED IN VOTING. SAITO 
(JAPAN) NOTED SITUATION REMAINED UNSTABLE AND POTENTIALLY 
DANGEROUS, TIME SHOULD NOT BE WASTED, AND EFFORTS SHOULD BE 
TAKEN TO FULLY IMPLEMENT SC RES 338. OYONO (CAMEROON) EXPRESSED 
SIMILAR VIEW, AND PAID TRIBUTE TO SYRIA FOR AGREEING TO EXTEND 
UNDOFS MANDATE. 

AMB SCALI SAID UNDOF WAS IMPORTANT TO DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT, 
WAS PLEASED THAT CEASEFIRE HAD BEEN MAINTAINED, AND BELIEVED 
ADOPTION OF RES TODAY WAS CONSTRUCTIVE STEP. RICHARD (UK) 
WELCOMED EXTENSION OF MANDATE AS "DEMONSTRATION OF DETER- 
MINATION OF PARTIES CONCERNED TO PRESS ON WITH THEIR EFFORTS 
TO ACHIEVE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT." NOTING EFFORTS TO PREPARE 
FOR NEXT STEP IN NEGOTIATIONS "ARE NOW REACHING DELICATE 
STAGE," HE POINTED OUT MANDATE COULD NOT SERVE AS 
SUBSTITUTE FOR SETTLEMENT BUT ONLY AS MEANS OF PROMOTING 
EFFORTS TO REACH IT. ITALIAN REP CAVAGLIERI THOUGHT NEXT 
SIX MONTHS WOULD BE CRUCIAL AND PROGRESS HAD TO BE ACHIEVED 
ON SUBSTANCE. ITALY, HE SAID, LOOKED WITH DEEP INTEREST AT 
ALL KINDS OF INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS. 

IRAQI REP AL-SHAIKHLY SAID HIS COUNTRY "CONTINUES TO 
FIRMLY BELIEVE THAT NO ACTION SHOULD BE TAKEN WHICH WOULD 
APPEASE OR ACCOMMODATE ZIONIST AGGRESSOR IN ME." CONTINUED 
EXTENION OF MANDATE NOT ONLY ENABLED ZIONISTS TO CONSOLIDATE 
THEIR ANNEXATION BUT TO PERSIST IN DEPRIVING PEOPLES OF 
TERRITORIES OF THEIR LEGITIMATE RIGHTS. UN ACTION WAS 
IMPERATIVE, ZIONIST POLICIES WERE AS DANGEROUS AND DESTRUCTIVE 
AS BREAKDOWN OF CEASEFIRE, AND FOR THESE REASONS IRAQ HAD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NOT PARTICIPATED IN VOTE. 

RYDBECK (SWEDEN) STRESSED URGENCY OF TAKING REAL STEPS TOWARD 
NEGOTIATED SOLUTION AND NECESSITY FOR FORCE TO FUNCTION 
AS INTEGRATED UNIT WITHIN TOTAL AREA OF OPERATION. KANE 
(MAURITANIA) PAID TRIBUTE TO SYG FOR HIS EFFORTS TO BRING 
ABOUT ME SETTLEMENT AND TO GOVT AND PEOPLE OF SYRIA 
FOR PATIENCE AND POLITICAL COURAGE THEY HAD SHOWN ON MATTER. 

IN VOTING FOR RES, HIS DEL SOUGHT TO GIVE MORE TIME FOR 
PRAISEWORTHY DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS BEING MADE. 

SOVIET REP MALIK CHARGED ISRAEL MADE SETTLEMENT IMPOSSIBLE, 

AND SAID SOVDEL FAVORED CAREFUL PREPARATION FOR RESUMPTION 
OF GENEVA CONFERENCE IN NEAR FUTURE. THERE WAS TALK IN SOME 
WESTERN CAPITALS ABOUT REVERSION TO POLICYOF "SEPARATE DEALS" 
BUT STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH SEEMED TO HIS DEL TO BE TACTIC 
LEADING "STEP-BY-STEP FURTHER FROM SETTLEMENT." SOVIET 
UNION OPPOSED "INTERNATIONAL ADVENTURISM" AND WAS DETERMINED 
NOT TO PERMIT OUTBREAK OF NEW WORLD CONFLICT. HE STATED: 

ISRAEL WAS CONTINUING TO DISCRIMINATE AGAINST CERTAIN 
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CONTINGENTS; ISRAELI ACTIONS WITH REGARD TO REMOVAL OF MINES 
WAS "IMPERMISSIBLE," SC SHOULD "DEMAND THAT ISRAEL CEASE 
THIS SABOTAGE" AND COOPERATE IN REMOVAL OF MINES, OTHERS 
IN ADDITION TO POLICH CONTINGENT SHOULD TAKE PART IN MINE 
REMOVAL; AND THERE SHOULD BE MAXIMUM ECONOMY IN OPERATION OF 
UNDOF. 

SALAZAR (COSTA RICA) CALLED FOR EACH SIDE TO MAKE SACRIFICES 
TO ENSURE IMPLEMENTATION OF RES 338. FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGAUD 
SAID SITUATION IN AREA WAS CHARACTERIZED BY "GREAT 
UNCERTAINTY," ISRAEL BORE SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITY TO SHOW 
WILL TO NEGOTIATE AND CONTRIBUTE TO ATMOSPHERE PROPITIOUS 
FOR SETTLEMENT, AND HE HOPED CONDITIONS WOULD BE CREATED 
SOON FOR RESUMPTION OF GENEVA CONFERENCE. BYELORUSSIAN 
REP REPEATED SOVIET LINE, AND CALLED FOR RESTORATION OF 
RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS, INCLUDING RIGHT TO SEPARATE STATE, 

AND GUARANTEES FOR EXISTENCE AND PEACEFUL DEVELOPMENT OF 
ALL STATES, INCLUDING ISRAEL, AS WELL AS RECONVENING OF GENEVA 
CONFERENCE AFTER ADEQUATE PREPARATION. SALIM. (TANZANIA), 
DECLARING THERE COULD BE NO JUST AND LASTING PEACE IN AREA 
UNTIL ISRAEL ENDED ITS OCCUPATION AND RECOGNIZED RIGHTS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OF PALESTINIANS, SAID HE VOTED FOR RES IN HOPE THAT TIME 
GAINED WOULD BE USED TO WORK TOWARD PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 

SC PRES RAMPHUL, SPEAKING AS FONMIN OF GUYANA. SAID HEAVY 
RESPONSIBILITY DEVOLVED ON THOSE WHO SOUGHT TO PERPETUATE 
OCCUPATION AND FRUSTRATED LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF DISPOSSESSED 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. UNTIL SUCH PROPLE APPROACHED SEARCH FOR 
ME SOLUTION "WITH ATTITUDE THAT IS LESS INFLEXIBLE, LESS

SPANISH SAHARA - 

SPANISH REP WROTE SYG (A/10095) THAT POSTPONEMENT OF 

REFERENDUM IN SPANISH SAHARA UNTIL AFTER ICJ GAVE ADVISORY OPINION, 

AS RECOMMENDED BY GA, WOULD PLACE ADDITIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES 
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ON SPAIN. HE REFERRED TO ACTS OF VIOLENCE DISTURBING 
DECOLONIZING PROCESS AND WROTE THAT GOS MADE SIX 
POINTS, INCLUDING: GOS DESIRE TO END ITS PRESENCE IN SPANISH 
SAHARA AND TO DO SO WITHOUT CREATING VACUUM; SUGGESTION FOR UN 
CONFERENCE AND IF NO SUCH ACTION TAKEN SPAIN WILL SET DEADLINE 
FOR REMOVAL OF ITS PRESENCE; REQUEST FOR UN SECRETARIAT 
OBSERVERS; AND RIGHT TO REPORT TO SC IF MAINTENANVE OF PEACE
